CmbroIIua in England. 


How many umbrellas are manufact- 


ured in this country annually? There 
are no official returns giving the number 
in 1his country, though in the United 
States it is calculated that one umbrella 
is made annually for every six persons. 
If we apply this proportion to the popu- 
lation of the United Kingdom—rnxw cal- 
culated, in round numbers, at 38,000,000 
—over 6,000,000 umbrellas are made an- 
nually. Upwaid of 2,500,000 umbrellas 
were imported by sea into Calcutta in 
the year 1888-80, and the yearly exports 
of umbrellas from this country are valued 
at £381,000. In France, in 1830, um- 
brellas were manufactured by 160 makers 
to the value of £380,000; in 1847, £405,000 
worth by 303 makers; in 1883 their value 
was £1,180,000, and 890 manufacturers. 
Price averaged four francs each. There 
wore thus made in France in 1882 7.500,- 
000 umbrellas, or nearly one for each in- 
habited house.—London Tit-Bits. 


How Old Spiders lave. 


Old spiders, which have neither web 


nor the materials to make one, often 
hunt about to find cmt the webs of other 
spiders, younger and weaker than them- 
selves, with whom they venture battle. 
The invader generally succeeds, and the 
younger spider is driven out to make a 
new web, and the old spider remains 
in possesfeion until a stronger spider in- 
vades the web and drives it out. When 
thus dispossessed the spider seldom ven- 
tures another attack, but tries to subsist 
upon the few insects that may fall acci- 
dentally into its clutches, and eventually 
dies of hunger.—London Standard. 


It is a mistake to suppose that the 


knots or warts which are very common 
on some species of forest trees are due to 
insects, fungus, or accident, or'are in 
any way unnatural growths. They de- 
velop as results neither of the health nor 
disease of the tree, nor of such condi- 
tions as special kinds o£ soii or situa- 
tions.

THE O. A. 1C. 
ENCAMPMENT. 


The grand encampment of the G. A.. 


R., now being held at ^Detroit, is the 
silver anniversary of the organization. 
The attendance is 
the 
largest 
ever 


known, nearly all the States being rep- 
resented. 


During the year the organization ex- 


pended |334,400 for the reliuf of com- 
rades, and in the same period paid to 
distressed members $153,000. 


The Adjutant General's report for the 


year ending June 30th last shows that 
there are 45 departments, with 7,400 
posts and 398,007 comrades in good 
standing; the deaths during the year 
5,530. 


A. serious dispute has arisen in the 


color question. The members from the 
Southern departments object to colored 
members of the G. A. R. nnd want them 
excluded from the organization. 
They 


say that in the South thero are a number 
of colored members who are not thirty 
years old. 
They swarm in the posts and 


give white men no show. Charles F. 
Tink, Assistant Quartermaster General 
of the Department of Louisiana and 
Mississippi, says white men will not 
associate with the colored members, and 
if the present convention does not Jo 
something to relieve the Southern posts 
of this growing trouble the white vet- 
erans will withdraw. 


Colonel James Lewis, (colored) pre- 


sents the other side of the question. 
He 


says there are nine posts, with a member- 
ship of over one thousand, iu Louisiana 
and Mississippi, yet they are not recog- 
nized by the cominaudor of the depart- 
ment and get no representation in the 
convention. 


What the result of the dispute will be 


remains to be seen, but it is obvious that 
members of the G. A. R. now under 
thirty years of age, could not have per- 
formed very valuable services in a war 
which ended twenty six years ago hist 
Apiil.

THE 
ELECTION 


The election iu Kentucky resulted in 


tho choice of the whole Democratic 
State ticket by majorities ranging from 
30,000 to 40,000. A. T. Wood, thu Re- 
publican nominee for Governor, was 
neither aggressive uor popular and he 
was overwhelmingly defeated by John 
Young Brown. The new Constitution 
was adopted by a largo majority, the re- 
turns indicating that it will reach 100,- 
000. The People's party polled about 
20,000 votes. 
Tho Alliance confined 


itself mostly to mcmbeis of tho Legisla- 
ture, and many of the Demounts elected 
are farmers. 


The latest returns, winch are by no 


means complete, indicate a Demon utic 
majority of wt least forty. 


Kentucky was the first in tho field 


this year with nn unequivocal free coiu- 
nge resolution aiul tho result shows that 
the State is decidedly in favor of thnt 
measure. 


The Philadelphia Record thinks tlmt 


city has a bright future notwithstanding 
the crookedness developed in tho city 
government. 
It says every hundred 


years the Atlantic Ocean pushes back 
the coast line, where no rock bluffs op- 
pose its match, about one-third of n 
mile.

WINSLOW, A. T., Angnat 6.—A party of 


Mosqui Indiana arrived from the reserva- 
tion sixty miles north of Winslow, the 
nearest railroad station, to-day. 
Through 


Dr. J. Sullivan ot this place, a well-in- 
formed interpreter, the following is learned 
about the Snake danca beginning to-day 
and continuing sixteen days, winding up 
August 21st with a grand snake dance, 
which only occurs onoe every two years. 
It ts said this in the only known tribe that 
indulge. 
Steps are being taken to discon- 


tinue it, nnd this may be the last snake 
dance ever witnessed anywhere. 
Chief 


Capella of the Snake Order to-day went 
into, the estafa, or underground lodges to 
prepare medicines far the ceremonies of 
tbe tebna likidra or snake dance. Three 
hundred, ont of twenty-five hundred Mo- 
kins, belong to a Snake Ordtr similar to 
the leading orders among the whites.

At five o'clock the 
evening of the IGth day, or Angaat 21st, 
all except members climb on houses and 
the Antelope 
degree 
members appear 


gaudily decorated and with music nnd 
singing. Then the snake men join at a 
given signal and the snake tmn, number- 
ing fifty to one hundred, each gets a 
vicious reptile, or several of them, iu his 
month. The dance than takes pluce on 
the ground and they secure a fresh snake. 
Abonl 100 snakes are expected. 
After the 


dance tbe snakes are piled into the holy 
rook, baptised and carried to the valley 
and liberated. Rattlers, gartera, spotted 
bull and others are used. Many points of 
historical interest are at the snake dance 
villages. 
Coronatlo'rf armies conquered 


the Indians and established Catholic mis- 
sions. Later the priests were all thrown 
over the rocks by tbe Indiana and mur- 
dered. The mission is DOW a pile of ruins. 


It is reported that Major Donaldson, of 


Gallup, who took the Government Indian 
Census, saya that this is the last snake 
dance the Government will permit. He 
takes a photographic outfit to tbe dance. 
It is also reported that tbe Government is ! 
sending a corps of photographers. 


The G. A. 14. Encampment.

FREDERICK DOUGLASS, 


The Negro Who Advised President Lin- 


coln to Issue the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation. 
To-day is the anniversary of the emanci- 


pation of all slaves in the United States, 
and it is to be celebrated in Rochester, N. 
T., and in other places in a manner worthy 
Of the occasion. The project was initiated 
by the Douglaaa League. It was in Booh- 
ester that Frederick Douglass started a 
paper called at first "The North Star;" 
afterward Fred Douglass' paper. 
Freder- 


ick Douglass was born in Tuohahoe, near 
Easton, Md., in 1817. His mother was a 
negro—bis father a white man, A slave at 
the age of ten, he was sent to Baltimore to 
lire with the relatives of hia master. He 
taught himself to read and write in secret. 
He was employed in a shipyard and fled 
from Baltimore from slavery in 1838. 
He 


came to New York; then he went to New

LAKE TAHOE. 


Why n Dead Body Never Klses to the 


Surface In Its Waters. 


Inat.o\.«r to the query "why the dead 


body of a fish or human never rises in 
Lake Tahoe?" 
Charles A. yurcrosB of 


Reno presents the following solution in 
(he Assembly Duily Tourist: 


"II you place within a glass jar filled with 


water and having a stopper that may be 
compressed, any small body whose specific 
gravity ia a very little greater than that o) 
water, tbe body maybe raised or depressed 
at pleasure simply by applying more or less 
pressure to the stopper. When sufficient 
pressure is applied, the body rises; when 
the pressure is removed, the body sinks. 
The pressure increases the specific gravity 
ol tbe water until it is greater than that of 
tho body. 


"It you place a jar of water under tbe 


receiver of an nir pump and oxhanst a por- 
tion ot the air, immediately little bubbles 
will form through the water, aad, rising to 
the surface, break. 
These bubbles are 


filled with air, from which it is concluded 
that the amount of air in water depends 
npon the pressure ot the superincumbent 
atmosphere. 
In fact, a direct ratio exists 


between the two. 


"The 
specific gravity of the average 


dead human body is about 1,032. 
Conse- 


quently even at sea level where the atmos- 
pheric pressure is 2160 pounds to the Equare 
foot, a body would never rise unless through 
some exterior cause tending to lower ita 
specific gravity. This cause is found in 
tie process of decay. The gaseous ele- 
ments of the tissues are liberated fatter 
than they can escape. The phenomenon 
of 'bloating' takes place. The body has a 
larger displacement without any gain in 
weight. Its specific gravity is, therefore, 
lowered and it rises. But why does a body 
decay in water? On account of the air, i. e. 
free oxygen that IB in the water. If there 
were none, the submerged animal or vege- 
table tissues would be preserved indefinitely. 
Fotherinore it has been demonstrated that, 
other conditions being the same, the rapid- 
ity vcith which dissolution takes place 
varies as the quantity and purity of the 
oxygen enveloping it. 


"The pressure of tbe atmosphere upon 


each square foot of the surface of Lake 
Tahoe is approximately 1600 pounds, or 
5GO pounds less than tbe correiponding 
pressure at sea level. Hence the specific 
gravity of the water is somewhat lets. But 
it might be thought that as the pressure 
ot the atmosphere on the human body is 
in the same measure less—something like 
3.17 tons—the body has expanded so tho 
its specific gravity is lowered likewise 
This is not true, as the tissues of the bod 
are capable of resisting expansion to 
much greater extent. At a bight ot thre 
miles the pressure of the atmosphere on 
the human body is 7,5 tons Iras than a 
sea level, yet the expansion of the bodilj 
tissues is imperceptible, save only to thi 
serees. 


The fact follows that a body would weigh 


more in Lake Tahoe than in the sea; in 
other words it wonld sink more rapidly, 
end would require a greater energy to bring 
it to the surface. 


"We have said that the amount of air, i. 


e. free oxygen, permeating water bears a 
direct ratio to the pressure of the atmos- 
phere. Hence the water of Lake Tahoe 
would ooniain but .78 as much free oxygen 
as water at sea level. In other words, 
other conditions being the same, the pro- 
cess of diusolatioa would only tike place 
.78 as last. But other conditions are not 
the same. 
The temperature of Luke 


Tahoe is many degrees colder than as a 
role water is at sea level, and dissolution 
is still further retarded. In fact, tbe pro- 
cess of decay is sufficiently retarded to al- 
low the liberated gases of the tissue time 
to escape, BO that 'bloating' never occurs 
sufficiently to bring the body to the ear- 
face."
